On motion, Messrs. Varian and Williams were dele- 
gated to escort Governor Caleb W. West to the House of 
Representatives. On the arrival of the Governor he was 
received by the Assembly standing. 

He was introduced by the President of the Council, 
and delivered the following message: 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


Gentlem en: 


= 


_ As a citizen of Utah I congratulate you and myself 
that it is more than probable in welcoming you, which 
I heartily do, that it is my pleasure to greet our last Terri- 
torial Legislative Assembly. 

The early passage of the Enabling Act for the admis- 
sion of the Territory into the Union, which now seems as- 
- sured, will require the assembling of a convention which 
will formulate the fundamental principles that shall con- 
trol the new State, and the meeting of a new Legislature 
that will follow, to readjust our laws to meet the changed 
conditions, admonish us of the propriety of confining pre- 
sent legislation to matters of urgent necessity, and the tak- 
ing of preliminary steps only in the inauguration of new 
subjects of importance, which will require time for their 
completion. 

_ Believing in the wisdom of such a course, I have en- 
deavored to so confine my recommendations. 


UNIVERSITY AND AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


The question of the advisibility of consolidating and 
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making one institution of the University of Utah and: the 
Agricultural College, has been the subject of múch recent 
interesting discussion. The present site and ground for the 
University are considered unsuitable and insufficient, and 
a bill looking to obtaining a more suitable location on the 
Fort Douglas Military Reservation was introduced in the 
last Congress and reintroduced in the present Congress. It 
is expected that favorable action will be taken when the 
bill is reached. The pending Statehood bill provides for 
the donation of public lands to the University and to the 
College. Both institutions have been established by and 
fostered and nurtured by liberal appropriations from the 
Territory, and each is in successful operation. In view of 
the existing situation and the grave importance of the 
question, I would respectfully suggest the wisdom at this 
time of making only necessary appropriations for the suc- 
cessful carrying on of the respective institutions under 
present conditions, thus affording ample time for a com- 
plete investigation, and thorough discussion of the question 
of consoridation: 


COMMISSION ON IRRIGATION. 


In my message to the Legislative Assembly six years 
ago I submitted the following: 


“The great value of water to our people, and the. pros- 
perity to flow from a complete utilization of our supply, is 
readily recognized by all; I recommended the appointment 
of a Commission of three persons, one of whom at least 
shall be required to be a competent civil engineer, skilled 
in his science; the Commission to be charged with the duty 
of making a full and exhaustive investigation of the ques- 
tion, and required to report to the next ‘Legislative Assem- 
bly the result of its labors, with such suggestions as it may 
be enabled to make for the inaugration of a comprehensive 
and thorotgh system of irrigation for the use of our re- 
claimed and the reclamation of other lands. Necessary 
appropriations for this purpose I recommend.” 

Time, and the agitation of and the increased interest 
in the question of irrigation, has confirmed me in the view 
that much good would come from the action of such a com- 
mission, and I respectfully ask your favorable consideration. 
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- CAPITOL BUILDING. 


Being advised of the request of the Capitol Commis- 


sion (its report will follow later) for an appropriation of 
$125,000 to begin the construction of the Capitol by building 
a wing which will furnish necessary offices for the present 
in my opinion it should be granted. 

It would be judicious economy to make the saving that 
would result from doing so. The rents that would have to 
be paid to secure necessary and suitable accommodatious for 
the different branches and offices of the Government, 
would be much more than the interest upon the investment 
The building would provide more appropriate and better 
quarters in which the business of the people could be tran- 
sacted than could possibly be obtained elsewhere. A. per- 
manent building for the purpose must sooner or later be 
erected, and the advantages to accrue to our nraterial men 
and laborers to prosecute the work are obvious. 


MONUMENT TO BRIGHAM YOUNG. * 


A Memorial Association has been inatgurated by a 
number of our citizens to erect a suitable monument in 
honor of Brigham Young. They have contracted with a 
Utah artist, who has furnished the design for, and has in 
part completed a great work. It would seem that no more 
fitting and appropriate site could be selected for the erec- 


tion of such a memorial to Governor Young than the Cap-. 


itol grounds of the Territory of which he was the first 
Governor and of the State of which he was the pioneer 
statesman and founder. 

I recommend that you take such steps as you may 
deem advisable to obtain the desired end. 


A MILITIA RECOMMENDED. 


A properly organized militia is almost a necessity of a 
well ordered free commonwealth. Qur young men, for 
several years, with commendable patriotic manliness, have 
been ready and willing to assume the duties and responsi- 
bilities of service and have only awaited the direction and 
authority of the law-makers to give us a military establish-

ment which will be the pride of the inter-mountain country. 
Of the appropriations made by the general Government in 
aid of the State and Territerial militia, $75,057.05 had 
been allotted to this Territory up to June 30, 1889, and 
none since that time. In view of our early admission as a 
State into the Union, let us by prompt enactment of a law 
enable our people to avail themselves of their desires and 
opportunities to establish a military force, and thus, as in 
all other respects, show that our Territory is well prepared 
and fitted for admission into the Union of States. 


EISHT HOURS A DAY’S WORK. 


Entertaining a firm conviction that the happiness of 
mankind would be greatly contributed to by lessening the 
hours of labor, I earnestly recommend in the interest of 
this great reform, an act providing that eight hours shall 
constitute a day’s work on all public works. 


AMEND AND REVISE THE LIEN LAW.

Our mechanics’ lien law is imperfect and needs revis“ 
ing and amending, I commend to your wisdom the pre- 
paration of a wise and just measure that. will UU protect 
the material men and laborers. 


TERRITORIAL WARRANTS SHOULD BE KEPT AT PAR. 


For years the managers of public institutions of the 
Territory have been compelled; in order to sustain them, 
to borrow money at a high rate of interest and without au- 
thority of law to do so. 

The holders of Territorial warrants have been com- 
pelled often to submit to heavy discounts to realize on them. 
Such a grievous and shameful condition should be promptly 
remedied and no longer tolerated. There is no reasonable 
excuse why all the debtors of this rich and prosperous Ter- 
ritory should not be promptly and fully paid, and its war- 
rants be at all times as good as coin.

The Auditor of Publie Accounts, the Treasurer, the 
Librarian, the Sealer of Weights and Measurers, the Presi- 
dent and Directors of the Deseret Agricultural and Manu- 
facturing Society. 

In due time you will receive reports from the Regents 
of the University of Utah, the Trustees of the Agricultural 
College, Directors of the Insane Asylum and Trustees of 
the Reform School, informing you of the progress, condi- 
tion and needs of the respective institutions. 


DELAYED LEGISLATION. 


I earnestly request that the Assembly may so dispose 
of business before it that ample time for investigation and 
deliberation on all measures sent them may be given to the 
Governor. It is too often the case that the most important 
legislation is crowded into the last days of the session and 
must be hastily and inconsiderately disposed of.

The Judiciary Committee, to whom was referred C. B. 
No. 5. “A Bill for An Act to Amend Sections 3444 and 
3445 of the Compiled Laws of Utah, 1888, Relating to 
the Redemption of Real Property from Execution Sale,” 
have by a majority report; agreed the bill should be re- 
ected. 

Ido not agree with the majority of the Goan ike 
and therefore respectfully beg leave to submit a minority 
report, in which my reasons for not agreeing with the ma- 
jority are set forth. 

Sections 3444 and 3445 of the Compiled Laws of Utah, 
1888, provide that real property may be redeemed from ex- 
ecution sale within six months after the sale. The bill 
under consideration is to extend that time to two years. 
The judgment debtor, or redemptioner, should be given by 
law a reasonable time after -sale to redeem real property 
sold under execution. The question to be determined is, 
what is a reasonable time. Under the law as it now is, the 
purchaser from the time of sale until redemption, ete., is 
entitled to receive from the tenant in possessicn, the rents 
of the property sold or the value of the use and occupation 
thereof. Being thus protected it-occurs to me that one year 
would not be an unreasonable period. As the law now is, 
many persons will lose their homes dnd property, because 
the time is too short; who would be able to save their prop- 
erty if the time were extended to one year. Nature has 
fixed one year as a reasonable time. The farmer produces 
his annual crop and the merchant and other business men 
have their annual accountings and settlements. If the 
debtor is so unfortunate as to have his home sold, he should 
have until another crop is harvested to recover from his 
misfortune. In a large number of the States of the Union, 
including Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Minnesota, Maine, Mich- 
igan, New Hampshire, and possibly others, one year has 
been fixed as the period of redemption. In some of the 
other States a longer time is allowed, 


To extend the time to two years might have the effect 


of driving money from the Territory, or of increasing the 
rates of interest, or of making it difficult for those who 
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have loans coming due to obtain renewals or new: loans, and 
thus bring about numerous foreclosures. 

I therefore recommend that the bill be amended as fol- 
lows: By striking out the words “two years,” in line three 
of Section 1, and in line three of Section 2, and inserting 
in lieu thereof, in each section, in lines three of each sec- 
tion, the words “one year,” and as thus amended I recom- 
mend its passage.

First—That when it is lawful to take interest in excess 
of 12 per cent. per annum, the privilege in the hands of 
the unscrupulous money lender becomes a menace to sound 
financial policy. It-establishes generally when money is 
scarce, a current rate which no person can legitimately 
afford to take or to give, no matter what the circumstances 
may be. 

Second—Interest-in excess of 12 per cent. per annum 
keeps money from the lawful channels of trade and invest- 
ment. It retards the growth of a community, its enter- 


prises and improvements, causing financial losses and þeg- 


garing the people. 

Third—-It is an unwarranted oppression upon the 
-debtor class, compelling an unreasonable-sacrifice of prop- 
erty, and is a lasting burden to the borrower, followed by 
desperation, and sometimes shocking results. 

Fourth—It is against a legitimate banking policy, nec- 
essarily brings a shrinkage to all property values, and 
lessens the general credit of the community. 

Fifth—It is a bid for desperate chances, rascality and 
oppression. 

Sixth—The limiting of interest to 12 per cent. per 
annum will not drive away capital for investment, but will 
have a contrary effect by causing local capital to invest in 
legitimate enterprises and trade, causing a further demand 
for labor, as well as a demand for foreign capital to com- 
plete or to carry on such undertakings. 

Seventh—-That the debtor and laboring classes, con- ` 
stituting a large majority of our people, respectfully de- 
mand this protection.

It is not dissimilar, however, only in in- 
ereased proportions, to that which has attended the last 
three sessions.

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The entire amount has been disbursed in meeting the 
deficits enumerated, and a balance remains for the present 
Legislature to provide for of $40,099 04, and to this the 
amount expended by the Utah World’s Fair Commission, for 
which no appropriation was made, of $60,678.39, leaves a 
deficit of $100,777.43 confronting the present Legislature. 
' Your Committee have carefully considered the various 
items of sundry expenditures necessary to be made, based 
upon reports received for the ensuing two years, a de- 
tailed statement of which is hereto attached, marked Ex- 
hibit “A,” and made a part of this report. These items 
represent the amount necessary, as stated by officers in 
charge, for the maintenance of the Territorial public insti- 
tutions, and the payment of salaries of officers, jurors, wit- 


nesses, interest on Territorial bonds, contingent expenses ~ 


and claims now considered and being considered before the 
Claims Committee. 

Your Committee, in this statement, have not provided 
for the appropriation of any sums for the erection or repairs 
of public buildings, University and Agricultural Supplies, 
Bounties, Militia, ete. That the revenue from all sources 
will not exceed for the years 1894 and 1895 the revenue for 
the two past years seems quite conclusive, unless the gen- 
eral tax should be increased. Estimating from this point 
of view, there will be a deficiency of about $267,436.21. 

Your Committee is of the opinion that it would be bad 
policy, or poor financiering to meet ‘this deficit by the issu- 
ance of bonds or the increasing of the general tax. The 
current expenses, in our judgment, should not exceed the 
revenue, a policy contrary to which would, in due time, lead 
our Territory into financial ruin. 

Your Committee, after a careful and full consideration 
of the question, recommend that the amount as shown by 
Exhibit “B” be appropriated to pay the deficits and the 
current expenses for the ensuing two years. 

The reductions here offered from the amounts asked 
for by the officers of the several public institutions and the 
amounts heretofore paid for salaries are requested on ac- 
count of the paralyzed condition of business, the stringency 
in the money market and the depression in business in 
general. ; 

And your Committee would further recommend that a 
law be passed making the Territorial tax two and one-half 
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mills on the dollar and also two and one-half mills on the 
dollar for Territorial school purposes, that the deficiency of 
$36,535.14 will be fully provided for. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

The minority of the Committee on Appropriations, to 
whom was referred H. B. No. 123, providing additional 
compensation for services of the Chaplains of the two 
Houses of the Legislature, of the present session, being un- . 
able to concur with the majority of said Committee in their 
second and substituted report, begs leave. to state the, 
grounds of such dissent. 

The original report put in, recommending that this ap- 
propriation be not made, was, as I understand, the unani- 
mous opinion of all the members of the committee, and 
the report was presented with the understanding, after a 
reference to the condition of the law herein stated. 

Afterward, and without consultation with the under- 


‘signed, the motion was made in the open session of the 


Council to withdraw the committee’s report and ‘substitute 
a report directly opposite in purport from the original 
This action was taken by the majority of the committee 
without consultation with the undersigned, and without 
even any admonition that such was the purpose, and no 
reason has been assigned for this change of attitude. 

-The Revised Laws of the United States (see Volume I, 
Compiled Laws of Utah, 1888, page 73) provide that amongs 
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the other subordinate officers of each branch of the Territo- . 


rial Legislatures, there shall be one chaplain whose compen- 
sation shall be $1.50 per day. 

And Section 1855 of the Revised Laws of the United 
States (see page 55 of said yolume of the laws of Utah) 
provides that “No law of any Territorial Legislature shall 
be made or enforced by which the Governor or Secretary 
ot a Territory or the members of any Territorial Legisla- 
ture are paid any compensation other than that provided 
by the laws of the United States. 

With these provisions existing as the paramount law, 
I am unable to understand how there could be any two 
opinions as to the power of this Legislature to appropriate 
public moneys for the purpose contemplated in this Act. 

The Supreme Court of Idaho, January.:Term,; 1887, in 
the case of Stevenson vs. Moody, ‘Territorial Comptroller, 
held under the provisions of the latter provision. that the 
appropriation of money made from the Territorial Treasury 
to pay an Assistant Chief Clerk of the Legislature, was void 
‘In consequence of the provisions of the above section. 

But it is quite unnecessary to refer to adjudicated 


cases in this instance, for the way is so plain that ‘“way- 


faring men though fools can not err therein.” 
l In consideration of the limitations upon our powers it 
is respectfully submitted that the abligations of duty re- 
diite the bill to be rejected. — l

Ib 
other words, if a person dies possessed of two hundred 
thousand dollars ($200,000), under this bill a tax would be 
imposed over and above all other taxes of eight thousand 
five hundred dollars, although the indebtedness might be 
‘two hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($250,000), in which 
-case the tax would be a direet charge upon the creditors. 
In the practical application of this bill it would often be 
found that estates with u large inventory would have to pay 
a large and burdensome tax, when the net proeeeds of the 
estate, over and above indebtedness, would be very small 
This I deem to be unfair and unjust. 

This is not a bill for the taxation of' legacies or ee 
ances, but is an attempt to impose a tax in addition to alk 
other taxes upon the gross property of the estates of de- 
ceased persons, without any referenee whatever to the 
amount of the estate left for distribution upon settlement, 
or to the amount to be received by any person as an inher- 
itance or legacy.

The question of the advisability of consolidating and making 
one institution of the University of Utah and the Agricultural 
College has been the subject of much recent interesting discus- 
sion. The present site and grounds for the University are 
considered unsuitable and insufficient, and a bill looking to obtain- 
ing a more suitable location on the Fort Douglas military reserva- 
tion was introduced in the iast Congress and reintroduced in the 
-present Congress. It is expeeted that favorable action will be 
taken when the bill is reached. The pending Statehood bill 3 
provides for the donation of. public lands to the University and to . 
the College. Both institutions have been established by and 
fostered and nurtured by liberal appropriations from the Territory, y 
and each is in successful operation. In view of the existing situa- l ; 
tion and thé grave importance of the question, I would respectfully 
suggest the wisdom at this time of making only necessary appro- 
priations for the successful carrying on of the respective institu- 
tions*‘under present conditions, thus affording ample time for a 
complete investigation and thorough discussion of the question of 
consolidation. 
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COMMISSION ON IRRIGATION. 


In my message to the Legislative Assembly, six years ago, I 
submitted the following : 


“The great value of water to our people, and the prosperity to flow 
from a complete utilization of our supply, is readily recognized by all. I 
recommend the appointment of a commission of three persons, one of 
of whom, at least, shall be required to be a competent engineer, skilled in 
his science; the commissionis to be charged with the duty of making a 
full and exhaustive invéStigation of the question, and required to report to 
the next Legislative Assembly the result of its labors, with such sugges- 
tions as it may be enabled to make, for the inauguration of a comprehen- 
sive and thorough system of irrigation for the use of our reclaimed and 
the reclamation of other lands. Necessary appropriations for this purpose 
I recommend.” : 


Time and the agitation of and the increased interest in the 
question of irrigation, has confirmed me in the view that much 
good would come from the action of such a commission, and I 
respectfully ask your favorable consideration. 


CAPITOL BUILDING. 


Being advised of the request of the Capitol Commission (its 
report will be presented to you later), for an appropriation of 
$125,000 to begin the construction of the Capitol by building a 
wing, which will furnish necessary offices for the present, in my . 
opinion it should be granted. It would be judicious economy to 
make the saying that would result from doing so. The rents that 
would have to be paid to secure necessary and suitable accommo- 
dations for the different branches and offices of the government, 
would be much more than the interest upon the investment. The 
building would provide more appropriate and better quarters in 
which the business of the people could be transacted, than could 
possibly be obtained elsewhere. A permanent building for the 
purpose must sooner or later be erected, and the advantages to 
accrue to our material men and laborers to prosecute the work 
now are obvious. 


MONUMENT TO BRIGHAM YOUNG. 


&

A Memorial Association has been inaugurated by a number 
of our citizens to erect a suitable monument in honor of Brigham 
Young. They have contracted with a Utah artist who has fur- 
nished the design for and has in part completed a great work. It 
would seem that no more fitting and appropriate site could be se- 
lected for the erection of such a memorial to Governor Young 
than the Capitol grounds of the Territory of which he was the first 
Governor and of the State of which he was the pioneer statesman 
and founder. I recommend that you take such steps as you may 
deem advisable to attain the desired end. 


a 
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A MILITIA RECOMMENDED. < 


A properly organized militia is almost a necessity of a well- 
ordered free commonwealth. Our young men for several years, 
with commendable patriotic manliness, have been ready and will- 
ing to assume the duties and responsibilities of service and have 
only awaited the direction and authority of the law-makers to give 
us a military establishment which will be the pride of the inter- 
mountain country. Of the appropriations made by the general 
government in aid of the State and Territorial militia, $75,057.05 
had been allotted to this Territory up to June 30th, 1889, and none 
since that time. In view of our early admission as a State into the 
Union let us, by the prompt enactment of a law, enable our people 
to avail themselves of their desires and opportunities to establish a 
military force, and in this, as in all other respects, show that our 
Territory is well prepared and fitted for admission into the Union 
of States. 

EIGHT HOURS A DAY’S WORK. f 


o Entertaining a firm conviction that the happiness of mankind 
would be greatly contributed to by lessening the hours of labor, I 
earnestly recommend, in the interest of this great reform, an act 
providing that eight hours shall constitute a day’s work on all 
public works. = 


AMEND AND REVISE THE LIEN LAW. 


Our mechanics’ lien law is imperfect and needs revising and 
amending. I recommend to your wisdom the preparation and en- 
actment of a wise and just measure that will fully protect the 
material men and laborers. 


TERRITORIAL WARRANTS SHOULD BE KEPT AT PAR. 


For years the managers of public institutions of the Territory 
have been compelled, in order to sustain them, to borrow money at 
a high rate of interest, and without authority of law to do so. 

-The holders of Territorial warrants have been compelled 
often to submitto heavy discounts to realize on them. Such a griev- 
ous and shameful condition should be promptly remedied and no 
longer tolerated. There is no reasonable excuse why all the debts 
of this ricn and prosperous Territory should not be promptly 
and fully paid and its warrants be at all times as good as coin.

It is too 
often the case that the most important legislation. is crowded into 
the last days of the session and must be hastily and inconsiderately 
disposed of. 

Animated, as I do not doubt we all are, with the great pur- 
pose of serving the people well, I invoke God’s blessing upon our 
labors, that they may redound to His glory and the people’s good.

MESSAGE PROM THE GOVERNOR. 


To the Legislative Assembly: 


We are confronted by a very grave and important situ- 
ation, calling for. our earnest consideration, and impera- 
tively demanding such immediate action as will, if possible 
afford relief. Hundreds of honest and deserving working- 
men are without work, and, notwithstanding their utmost 
endeavors, are unable to obtain employment. In many in- 
stances they and their families are suffering for want of 
the bare necessities-of life. The conditions are such that 
they cannot be wholly met and provided for by individual 
efforts, nor those of charitable associations. These have 
been invoked and have nobly responded, but their utmost 
efforts have proved inadequate to meet the weighty and 
constantly increasing demands made upon them. Their 
efforts have been further supplemented and assisted by 
those of the city and county authorities. The distress, how- 
ever, is so far-reaching that the combined action has been 
able to relieve but a small portion of the suffering. 

Fhe conduct of the workingmen during the present 
trying period has been admirable. Orderly and quietly 
they have registered at the employment bureaus, and pa- 
tiently waited for their work. Noriotous or unseemly dem- 
onstrations have been made, but they have acted wisely 
and well, for themselves and the community, by their 
peaceable bearing and moderation. ‘bere is, however, a 
limit to human suffering and endurance, and when reached 
men become desperate, and can no longer be guided by 
reason or listen to the counsel of prudence, and in their 


` 
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mad rage they sometimes sacrifice themselves to destroy 
others. Every effort should be made to prevent any such 
Jamentable condition arising in our midst. 

After the most earnest and serious consideration I am 
of the opinion that a full and a complete remedy can be 
had, not only without injury, but with actual benefit to the 
Territory. 

A capitol buildings is a necessity aud must sooner or 
later be erected. That portion of it commensurate with 
our present needs, if put under construction now, would 
give employment to many of the needy. It would make it 
necessary for the City of Salt Lake (which has already sig- 
nified the purpose and willingness to do so) to grade and 
open all the approaches to and surrounding the capitol— 
with the opening and grading of streets, the car lines would 
extend their tracks, and from these sources work could be 
furnished to all the unemployed in this city. The money 
for the carrying out of this work could be taken from the 
general revenue and the Territory issue bonds for those of 
its liabilities it is authorized by congressional enactment to 
incur. | 

Five per cent. bonds of the Territory can be readily 
disposed of at a premium. The introduction of this money 
from the outside into -the Territory would have a healthful 
effect in giving an impetus toa revival of business that 
would inure to the benefit of all. 

For your consideration I enclose herewith letters from 
the President of the Territorial Board of Relief, the Chair- 
man of the General Relief Society, the Superintendent of 
the Salt Lake County and City Relief Work, and the Secre- 
tary of the Workingmen’s Association, which briefly out- 
line our pressing necessities. 

The requirements of the Territory, in the near future, 
will demand the doing of this work, and why not undertake 
it now, when our citizeus can be so greatly benefited by it? 
I feel assured that the generous people of Utah will heartily 
aprove the just exercise of the power reposed in you in 
providing this necessary and beneficial work for the Terri- 
tory and its needy and deserving laborers.

My Dear Sir—In answer to your inquiry of February 
28th, having entered upon a systematic registration of the 
unemployed, bona fide residents, I beg to report 1,706 
names upon our list. We are hourly adding to this num- - 
ber. Many gray-baired men with families are pleading for 
day’s work, who possibly have been able to get alony in the 
past without day’s labor. In addition to this, the Relief 
Committee has sent us calls for work for men whose fami- 
lies are sick and destitute, which we cannot reach. That 
you may more fully understand the situation, I call to your 
attention a case.that has just come to our notice: A man is 
sick himself, whose family is sick and is in a destitute con- 
dition, who appears on our-list as No. 1704, which we can 
not hope to reach, 

As far as we can judge scarcely a man has applied for 
work who is not deserving and in absolute need. Fully 80 
per cent. of those applying for work are married men with 
families; the amount of destitution in our midst is some- 
thing appalling; the $2,000 appropriation to be expended 
on the Capitol ground will not give even temporary relief 
to the many who are actually suffering and are willing to 
work, l .

OFFICE OF UTAH TERRITORIAL LIBRARIAN, 
SALT Lake Ciry, UTAH, December 15, 1893. 


To His Excellency, Caleb W. West, Governor of Utak Territory: 


Sır— Pursuant to the law of March 13, 1890, permit me to 
submit the following report of the condition of the Utah Terri- 
torial Library and:of the growth of the same from the date of my 
incumbency up to the present time. 

The law of March 10, 1892, provided that the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court should take charge of and manage the Library, 
and on March 15, 1892, I took charge, the books, records and keys 
being turned over to me by Mr. Joseph Lippman, my predecessor. 

The splendid system, put in force by my predecessor, of ex- 
changing our reports, session laws and journals, for the similar 
books of the other States and Territories of the Union, has been 
kept up with most gratifying results, and I_am pleased to be able 


-to report that Utah is now in good standing with all the States . 


and Territories of the Union, and in return for the one book we 
‘send away we receive at least seven volumes. 

I found, on assuming control, that there were on the shelves 
of the Library 4,484 volumes, consisting of Supreme.and Appel- 
late Court Reports, Digests, Session Laws, Codes and Statutes, etc. 

‘I-now report that there are 6,081 volumes in the Library, and 
this increase of 1,597 volumes is accounted for as follows:

The Library now contains the complete Supreme and Appel- 
late Court reports of thirty, States and four Territories. 

There are, therefore, fourtéen States of which the Library has 
only an incomplete set of reports. Of this number it willtake but 
a few volumes to complete Delaware, Missouri and Tennessee, and 
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the cost would not be large; but the Library has but a small num- 
ber of the remaining eleven States, to-wit: Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, Indiana, Louisiana, New Hampshire, North 
Carolina, Rhode Island, South Carolina, and Virginia. It would 
be a great boon to the Territory to complete these sets of reports, 
-and I therefore recommend that it be done. It will be a day of 
rejoicing when the members of the bar can say that the ‘Terri- 
torial” (soon to be “State”) Library contains the complete reports 
of all the States inthe Union. There is hardly a day passes but 
that Iam asked for a volume that is missing from one of these 
broken sets. I miglit say in this connection that an effort has 
been made to secure these missing volumes on account of ex- 
change, and although in some instances it has brought the Library 
a number of the missing books, the several States are unable to 
accommodate us, willing as they appear to be, owing to the fact 
that most of the books we lack are early reports, many out of 
print, and those in existence in the hands of private parties. 

l have at last been able to send Volumes 1 and 3 of Utah’ 
Reports to those States that have had these volumes missing from 
their shelves for many years, and it is therefore gratifying to 
report that every State and Territory in the Union has a complete 
set of Utah Reports. 

In this connection, permit me to say that by the kindness of. 
Messrs. Callaghan & Co., of Chicago, have I been thus enabled to 
send the missing volumes, I and 3,to these States. This firm, who 
are now publishing the Utah Reports, also kindly attended to send- 
ing Volumes 6, 7 and 8, which were published in 1892 and 18932, 
to all the States and Territories, thereby making it possible for Utah 


_to keep in good standing on the exchange account as referred to 


above. 

I am informed that a bill, providing for the purchase and dis- 
tribution of these reports, was prepared by the last Legislature, but 
for some unaccountable reason was not brought up for passage. I 
trust that the coming Legislature will appreciate the importance 
of this matter, and in addition to making an appropriation to cover 
the cost of Volumes 6, 7 and &, will also provide for all future re- 
ports as they are issued. As will be seen by a reference to the 
figures given above, we receive seven books in return for the one 
that we give. 

When I took char ge the Library was located on the second 
floor of the Wasatch Block, where were located the other Federal 
and Territorial offices. Very soon thereafter the move was made 
to the second floor of the Dooly Block, and here the Library has a 
well-lighted room, 25x50 feet, with every convenience, but with an 
awkward mode of entrance. 

It was out of the question to make use of the old wall 
shelving for two reasons: First—The old shelving was rickety 
and constructed to suit only where built. Second—In the present 
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quarters, with so many windows and doors, sufficient wall shelving 
. to hold the present number of books could not be had. I was 
compelled, therefore, to attend to getting some person to provide 
suitable fixtures, cases, etc., for the new room, and with the able 
assistance of the members of the Board of Control of the Library, 
succeeded. The present arrangement is pronounced a success by 
all who see it, and I venture to say we now have a Library, that for 
convenience, light and cleanliness equals, if not excels, those of 
some of our sister States and’ Territories. This is saying consid- 
erable, when it is understeod that the Utah Territorial Library of 
to-day has had but a short life of four years. 

It is only necessary to say that the present convenient arrange- 
ment, rendered available by its new location and the gradual in- 
crease in the number of volumes, is a matter of daily congratulation 
by the members of the bar of the Territory and has been highly 
spoken of by visiting lawyers from afar. 

There has been a wonderful increase in the use to which the 
Library is put, since June, 1892, when the move was made to the 
new quarters and where visitors have a pleasant room, plenty of 
light and ample facilities for pursuing their researches. During 
the past eighteen months the average daily, attendance has been 
‘very large, and especially during the sessions of the Supreme Court, 
at which times the accommodations of the Library have been taxed 
to their utmost. ` 

I beg leave in this report to call attention to the fact that at 
the last session of the Legislature no appropriation was made for 
refitting the present new quarters, nor for incidental expenses of 
the Librarian, such as postage, expressage, janitor service, etc., nor 
for fire insurance. . : 


= 
I trust that these matters will be attended to at the coming . 


session. The meagre salary of the Librarian—-$500 per annum— 
will hardly permit of his taking care of these small but numerous 
items. 

I would here suggest that the Legislature authorize me to 
employ an assistant-librarian, at a reasonable compensation, or that 
the salary of the Librarian be increased to enable him to employ 
an assistant. The duties of the office are rapidly increasing and 
the present salary is indeed small, to say the least. Having such 
an assistant would enable me to keep the Library open for at least 
four evenings per week, which would be a great convenience to 
many members of the bar, especially to those residing outside of 
Salt Lake City,and has been spoken of frequently of late. I 
have on several occasions in the past arranged to have the Library 
open evenings at the request of attorneys from Ogden, Provo and 
Logan, and the favor was highly appreciated. 

I renew the suggestion of my predecessor, that the Library 
be made the depository for all the publications of the Territory, 
and the depot for the distribution of exchanges, and that the 
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Librarian be entrusted with the work of regulating exchanges 
with other States and Territories, and in the hands of the Board 
of Control there should be placed a contingent fund for express- 
age and incidental expenses. This is the system in vogue in most 
of the States, and has lately been adopted by several others. 

Of the $3,000 appropriated by the last Legislature for the 
purchase of new books, the sum of $1,340.25 was used for the 
payment of books placed in the Library by the West Publishing 
Company and other firms in 1891, and $390 was used to pay for 
sixty-five volumes of Volume VI, Utah Reports, needed for 
exchange and for distribution here at home. This left us but 
$1,269.75 for the purchase of new books, and was so expended, 
as follows:

At all times in making "purchases we consulted with the 
Board of Control and endeavored to purchase those books that 
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were needed most and would be the greatest benefit to-those who 
use the Library almost daily. 

What is now most needed for the Librar y, in the way of new 
books, is a good line of English reports, and the completion of our 
broken sets of reports of the fourteen States of which mention is 
made in another part of this report.

THE WORLD’S COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 


When the time came to announce the fair of 1893, the Board 
of Directors hesitated. It seemed to them that in view of the 
opening of the World’s Columbian Exposition, at Chicago, it might 
be wisdom to omit the local fair and to use every effort to make a 


ê 
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success of our exhibit in that city. The Board, from the first sug- 
gestion of the World’s Fair, had been enthusiastic and earnest in 
the belief that the Territory should make a creditable showing at 
Chicago. In the last biennial report our predecessors in office 
stated that they regarded it as an opportunity of a lifetime to 
properly bring to the attention of the world the wonderful re- 
sources of our great Territory, and they desired to support any 
proposition having that object in view. The present Board inher- 
ited this feeling, and believed that a local fair would take from 
resources needed for the Chicago exhibit; that many of the best 
articles would be sent there and kept until too late for our fair, and, 
in short, that one exhibit would draw from the other, lessening the 
value and completeness of each. However, before deciding on 
this point, the Board, through its Secretary, sent letters to many 
citizens interested in the subject, asking their unbiased opinions as 
to whether or not the local fair should be held. The replies dif- 
fered somewhat, but the consensus of opinion was that the fair 
should be omitted, assigning the reasons as stated above. It was 


also learned, by communication with the States, that many of them - 


would not hold the usual fair in 1893. ` So, feeling justified by this 
generally expressed sentiment, the action of other States and Terri- 
tories, and the conviction of our own minds that it was for the best 
interests of Utah, the Territorial fair for 1893 was not held. 

It was then determined to assist the World’s Fair Commission 
in creditably exhibiting the resources of the Territory. Many of 
the exhibits of the 1892 fair were preserved for the World’s 
Exposition, and these, with other features gotten up at the expense 
of the Society, were sent there at the proper time. The Society 
also offered the services of its Assistant Secretary to the World’s 
Fair Commission, free of charge, to assist in the: installation and 
care of exhibits. This offer was accepted by the Commission, and 
our Assistant Secretary has spent the greater part of the year, 
including the full six months at Chicago, in rendering necessary 
assistance. We understand there has been a saving to the 
World’s Eair Commission, on this account, of considerable 
means, and that the aid so rendered was timely and valuable. 
The great fair is now over, and the reports indicate that our 
exhibit reflected great credit upon the Territory; certainly the 
number of medals awarded shows that we were not behind the 
other States and Territories, when the amount of money expended 
is taken into consideration. We therefore fee] that in abandoning 
_ the Territorial fair and assisting the Chicago exhibit we acted 
for the good of the Territory. We think, too, that had the local 
fair been held this year, in the midst of the financial panic, it 
would have resulted in a great failure. 

The last report of the Society contains the following: 

“With proper and becoming modesty we also beg leave to 
suggest that whatever portions of the Utah exhibit may be left 
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over after the World’s Fair should revert to this Society as the 
only 4ecr-apparent in the Territory. Supplementary to this we 
desire to state that the World’s Fair Commission has, we under- 
stand, a large number of cabinets, glass cases, jars, and other 
articles suitable for holding valuable exhibits, all of which are very 
necessary in the holding of fairs; in fact, each year we are 
obliged to hire, at considerable expense, just such articles as are 
there mentioned. Very frequently we are unable to secure many 
valuable exhibits for lack of these cases to keep them safely and 
from dust. We therefore urgently request that these articles be 
given to this Society.”

SUGGESTIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


«We are impressed that the Deseret Agricultural and Manu- 
facturing Society, though instrumental in accomplishing untold 
benefits in many directions, and though perhaps answering the 
needs of the Territory in the past, does not, to its fullest extent, 
under its present charter, promote the material interests of the 
people as much as the progress of our thriving Territory demands. 
In addition to the business of fair-holding, it is our opinion that 
the Society should be vested with power to extend its operations 
to the encouragement of the cultivation of the soil and the gen- 
eral development of all the resources of the Territory; to foster 


every branch of mechanical and household art calculated to in- 
crease the comforts of home life; to extend and facilitate the 
various branches of mining and mining interests, and be in all 
respects a department of the Territorial Government for these 
purposes. While the holding of fairs leads in the direction indi- 
cated, it does not, in our opinion, go far enough, and the Territory 
to-day feels, the Teed of concentrated effort in these directions. 
We think that such a society should have power and means to 
collect and disseminate all kinds of information calculated to edu- 
cate and benefit the industrial classes, take proper and intelligent 
measures for ridding our fruit of all infection, prepare statistics of 
the resources and material interests of the Territory, and to distri- 
bute the same both at home and abroad. 

“ The charter of the Deseret Agricultural and Manufacturing 
Society, it may be urged, is broad enough to allow all this to be 


done by the Board, but the means with which to accomplish these ` 


objects are not provided, and the work is consequently not done, 
the annual fairs themselves, in our judgment, not being as repre- 
sentative of the Territory, or as well patronized by the outlying 
counties, as they should and would be if the Society were more 
actively engaged in the various directions indicated. 

“We commend these reflections to your careful considera- 
tion, and suggest that a revision of the act chartering the Deseret 
Agr icultural and Manufacturing Society be made, with a view to 
eliminating many of its obsolete and antiquated powers, and ex- 
tending them in the directions mentioned. We also desire that 
the question of repealing the~-Society’s charter eztirely be con- 
sidered, and establishing instead a Board of Agriculture, with 
powers similar to those already defined, and thus bring ourselves 
into harmony with other States and Territories, and with the 
` National Department of Agriculture.” 

The above three paragraphs are quoted from the report of 
our predecessors in office, and we feel that the suggestions con- 
tained therein are still good ones. Never in the history of the 
Territory was the time more propitious for encouraging agricul- 
tural pursuits; and this encouragement can be offered by granting 
the Deseret Agricultural and Manufacturing Society the powers 
and means to collect, publish and distribute statistics concerning 
the agricultural interests of. the Territory, and disseminate all 
kinds of information calculated to educate and benefit those 
engaged in this department of industry., 


Our Assistant Secretary, while at the World’s Fair, Chicago, l 


was assigned to the care of the Utah Agricultural Pavilion, and he 
reports that hundreds of people inquired for agricultural statistics 
‘supposed to be issued by the Territorial Board of Agriculture, but, 
of course, he was unable to supply the demand, though every other 
State had such matter ready for distribution. Our statistics were 
ʻ- those gathered in a hap-hazard way, through different means, and 
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put together rather for advertising purposes than for an accurate 
account of our resources, Again, our Territory is the birthplace 
of modern irrigation, and we had the most complete and compre- 
hensive exhibit on this subject at the fair; yet, when applied to for 
literature referring to it, the applicants were surprised to learn that 
there was none officially printed. While it was a matter of great 
astonishment that so much had been accomplished in this region 
without the aid of printed circulars and reports so much relied 
upon in other parts of the country, still we were considered behind 
the times in this regard. The advantages to be gained by inaug- 
urating an educational board of the character suggested, from 
which could be sent information on all subjects of interest to the 
farmers, would be inestimable. In the matter of fruit-raising alone, 
such a distribution of literature would result in ridding our fruit of 
all infection and in placing that industry where it would be a 
source of material wealth to the Territory. 

In many of the States the Board of Agriculture is required to 
hold one meeting each year with the County Board of each county 
in the State, and lectures are given on subjects of interest to the 
localities represented. Farmers’ institutes are held and the experi- 
ments and investigations carried on during the year have a fitting . 
culmination and summing up at these meetings, aad all the farmers 
who attend have the benefit of the lessons learned. Scientific 
addresses are made and published in full and given wide circulation 
throughout the State, and this inevitably leads to better results. 
The benefits of such a system in Utah would be incalculable. © 
‘Many of these things were mentioned in the last report of 

this Board merely as suggestions ; but we feel the time has now. 
come to strongly urge and recommend that the Legislature make 
the desired changes in the Society’s charter, and extend the 
powers of-the Board in the directions named. Some members of 
the past Legislatures have thought it was time enough for these 
things when the Territory should be admitted as a State, but we 
think progress in this regard should no longer be delayed. Now 
is the time to advance these interests, and when Statehood comes, 
the Territory will be just that much further advanced in 
agricultural education.

APPROPRIATIONS NEEDED. 


The appropriations asked for at the last session of the 
Legislature amounted to $37,321.62. This included $10,083.60 
desired for the construction of the north wing of the Exposition 
building. The Legislature, however, made no provision for such 
improvement, and allowed $12,239 for the deficiency, $3,000 a 
year for premiums, and $1,500 a year for contingent expenses. 

The same necessity, exists to-day for finishing the Exposition 
buildings and improving the grounds as existed two years agọ,- 


but the Board is aware of the demands that will be made of the 
Territory at this session, especially of the appropriations desired i 
by the World’s Fair Commission for the Chicago exhibit, and we 
therefore make no request for funds to complete the Fair buildings 
at this time. It requires considerable means, however, to keep 
the buildings and grounds in decent repair, and the fairs will not l 

2 meet thisdemand. After carefully considering the Society’s needs, as 

we briefly summarize them as follows:
